Nenl- chow district ‘les In the , 
southwest corner of Hainan Island, 


' IMhabited by Hainanese ‘on "the 


, coast and by Lol aborigines "in the 
"mountainous vinterior. For many 
years there has been 2 small Chris- | 
tlan group at Lak-lah village al- 
most at the point of the island, and 
vislts. were Made’ to it by members 
of the American Presbyterian 
Mission at different times. Some-'| 
times the trip wag made.from Hol- 
haw to Sa-ma by salt steamey and 
thence by junk to Bfo- -lou harbour; 
sometimes tt was made ‘all the way 
by Junk, either around the west 
coast or the east coast depending 
on the prevailing winds; vor all the 
way on horseback. It is now -pos- 
sible toa go a5 far as Ngai-chow 
tstrict city. by motor, and thence 
by sail-boat, and such a trip is full 
of Interest. 
» Our. party of six, left Kachek In 
a Ford touring car at eight, o'clock 
in the morning. We crossed the 
Kachek river by ferry and drove 
‘through’ a part of Lon-hoe district 
to Linng-kun, where the car cross~ 
ed the river on a. ferry and we 
walked across, the ruins of the 
‘once-beautiful concrete bridge.
